Conclusion 

1. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because reference character 32b in Figure 5 is not 
pointing to the vertically extending hole. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed 
from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of 
the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show 
the renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

The recitations of the specific features of the windscreen attaching/detaching 
device in claims 1 and 15 including especially the construction of the windscreen engages 
the damper member with the stopper as well as engages the arm with the hook to turn the 
lever to the locked position that allows the windscreen to be secured to the vehicle body 
is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the method for attaching/detaching a 
windscreen to a vehicle body in claim 16 including especially the construction of the 
engaging a stopper with a damper member, engaging an arm with a hook to turn a lever 
to a locked position, wherein the damper member and the stopper are securely engaged 
with each other using a tensile force produced by the arm and the lever is not taught nor 
is fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
